Here is a listing of the 59 pages you sent me from the NO 89-69 file. 

There is some really good stuff here, and I appreciate your sending it. 

I get the impression that some of the most important material on the 
coverup will be in the field office files (especially Dallas and New Orleans), 
and I hope you'll be able to find the time to go through them systematically, 
especially for the first few weeks after 11/22. 

Peter Scott will be getting the original 90,000 page release on microfiche, 
but of course this subsequent material is not included, and I don't know of 
anyone else who is working on it. 

May I go ahead and distribute this batch to the usual interested parties? 

That would be Sylvia, Archs and Mary, and Peter, with copies of the list to 
about 6 other interested parties. If there are any specific documents which, 
for some reason, you don't want d±x distributed, let me know. 

I'm enclosing an extra copy of this letter fxamxysH for your reply. 

I would also like to distribute some of the earlier documents you sent me, 
excluding the items relating to you personally, which I think you specified 
you didn't want passed around. Is that okay?

Thanks for your letter of the 6th. Offhand, I can't think of anything 
I want checked in the indexes right now. Could you send me a couple of pages, 
so I can see what they look like? 

To keep you from getting lots of requests to look things up, I would 
suggest passing the word that this material is available at PBI HQ - which I 
presume is the case . There are enoughs people in Washington who should be 
able to handle this, without ±kx± involving you. 

Enclosed are i my lists of 4/7 and 4/14 of clippings and other as available 
stuff. 

I suppose you have the first of the HSC volumes by now. Guinn's zebxX 
report is in it, but without comparisons to the FBI measurements of the fragments, 

I think . 

One tkzsk thing I forgot to include in the latest lists - Mark Allen 
did a little memo on CIA #563-810, the 1-page memo the HSC used in the questioning 
of Helms, which reports that 37 documents were missing from the LHO 201 file. 

My guess is that they were simply mislaid post-assassination documents, and 
that the HSC was barking up the wrong tree in implying they were pre-ass 'n. 

But Mark points out that this CIA memo was originally wife withheld for reasons which 
aren't valid, and that in fact the description given in the Document Disposition 
Index is far from axzxax accurate^. At best, Mark says, the CIA was withholding 
a confusing document so that we wouldn't get As the wrong idea. If he hasn't 
sent you this memo (2 pp., dated 3/14/79), let me know and I will.
